City Laboratory Director Also De- 
nounces Certain Filters, 


That several of those highly recommended 
table waters dispensed in Chicago contain 
more colon bacilld than, 


through the city’s maims, and that the com- 


panies selling these waters are perpetrating) 


a fraud and are to bé “ put out of business ” 
were some of the startling disclosures nade 
by Dr. Joseph Favil Biehn, director of the 
Chicago city laboratory, last night. He spoke 
in the roome of the Chicago Drug club, 122 
Franklin street. 

His remarks were a revelation to the lay- 
man, but the experts gathered at the month- 
ly ‘meeting of the Chicago section of the 
American Chemica] societ} seemed not sur- 
prised, approved of every charge he made, 
and recommended that the time for a gen- 
eral crusade was ripe. 

The society had under discussion the ques- 
tion of “ Municipal Water Supply and Sew- 
age Disposal,’’ and experts spoke on every 
side of the question. Many prominent out- 
siders were present. Dr. blehn also took a 
rap at many of the “filters” that are on 
the market, and said the use of somé was 
more dangerous than no filter at ail, 

Homely Safeguard Is Vain. 

“No doubt many of you have gone home 
at times and learned that your wife has in- 
vested’ in one of those tin arrangements 
filled with sand and charcoal, for which she 
has paid anywhere from 25 cents to $2, and 
you believe that you are going to get pure 
water,” began the bacteriologist, “but in 
many instances you haye really installed a 
dangerous. appliance. Many of these: so- 
called filters are not only worthless but are 
producers of poisons. They hold back the 
colon bacilli, and the result is that the water 
drawn last is far more dangerous than that 
taken out first or that which comes through 
the faucet freely. 

“There are some good filters, however, 
and with a certain plan of precipitation and 
filtration the average sewage can be made 
into .a good drinking water at $165 a million 
gallons. 

“The average person is deceived in what is 
commonly called sparkling, clear water and 
imagines it pure. The color is notall. The 
things we can see with the naked eye are 
not the really dangerous things, but the 
poisons are generally those matters which 
have to be seen through the microscope, 


Promise Legal Action, 

“There are a half dozen ‘spring water’ 
concerns now doing business in Chicago that 
we propose to prosecute, and we have much 
éf our evidence already gathered. They 
are to be prosecuted and put out of business. 
Some of these so-called double and triple 
distilled spring waters are nothing other 
than the water from Lake Michigan. One 
concern runs its supply through one layer 
or ordinary filter paper and foists it upon 
the public as something extra. 

“another concern uses three layers’ of 
filter and one animal chafcoal and sand, and 
it ia about the same as you get through the 
city's mains. There is one certain highly 
recommended water for which % cents a 
gallon is charged which comes from a seven 
foot well northeast of Evanston. It is ad- 
jecent to a barn and refuse pile, and we 
found the bottom of the well loaded with old 
iron tires ag@ organic matter. It is decidedly

New York, Sept. 18—Democracy’s pres'- 


 @ential campaign in Greater New York had 


its advent tonight, when William J. Bryan 


addresesd a massmeeting in Carnegie hall.

‘the increase. No outside cause except im- 
perialism can furnish an explanation; there 
ig no cause except that the country has been 
wnder republican rule.”

In discussing the ‘republican tendency

: E Pastime Merchants Make Liberal 
Purehases in the Whole- 
sale District. 


Imits weekly review of Chicago trade Dun's 
‘Review, published by R. G. Dun & Co., will 
gay in today’s issue: 

“ Business activity reflects further recov- 
ery, although the failure récord is distorted 
by one unusually heavy default. Steadier 

eonditions are seen in production and dis- 
tribution, and the outlook is gradually clear- 
ing, notwithstanding that new. demands in 
the leading industries include none of spe- 
cial influence. 

 Melters of pig iron bought more freely 
against future needs, prices being made in- 
viting, and there is increasing work at 
foundries, forges, and stee] car shops. Out- 
puts of wire and merchant iron run closer to 
the normal, and there is good demand for 
structural sha and light rails, but con- 
tracts for track and freight equipments are 
scarcer than expected, railroad managers 
withholding commitments involving large ex-. 
penditures imntil after the presidential cam- 
paigh is over. 
 “ Woodworking branches obtain a fair 
amount of new business for the coming 
months, and there is sustained effort tq aug- 
ment outputs of planing mill stuff, furniture, 
wagons, and boxes. The general demand for 
lumber has a healthier tone, and there is 
wider activity in both hard and soft wéods, 
receipts being now of almost normal aggre- 
gate and prices firm at the recent advance. 

Activity in Building Trades. , 
' “” Building . cperations ake seasonable 
progress, while the new permits indicate that 
an unusual quantity of materials is to be 
consumed. More hands find employment in 
quarrying and prices for stone, brick, and 
cement become firmer. 

“Leather remains under steady absorp- 
tion; hides hold steady for available supplies 
in this market; and producers of novelties, 
belting, and shoes record satisfactory book- 
ings for future deliveries Electric works 
turn out a greater volume of goods and out- 
side orders come forward fairly and assure 
busy times through the next six months. 

“Seasonable weather stimulated the con- 
struction and outdoor activities. Retail trade 
opens up encouragingly in the principal lines. 
Visiting merchants have increased in num- 
bers from the northwest, and there is much 
buying of general merchandise throughout 
the wholesale district. Staple goods are sold

Opponents to the New Rates to Texas 


Ask Help in Protest. 
; te :

The long controversy betweeh the rallroads 


and the shippers of the state and the H- 


linois railroad and warehouse commission 
in regard to the commission's switching rules 
appears to have been settled amicably. The 
new rules announced by the ¢ommission on 
Wednesday, ¢oples of which ‘were received 
in Chicago yesterday, met with the approval 


of both the railroads and the shippers. Al- 
though a conference of the attorneys of the 


roads is to be held soon to discuss the 


changes, sevéral of them have expressed 
the opinion that the principal points of ob- 
jection have been removed. | 

The new rules are the outcdme of an old 
controversy. between the INinois Central and 
some mineowners, In which the latter 


brought suits to’ prevent the road from 
charging its regular distance thriffs on ship- 
ments of coal for short distances from the 
mines. The shippers conterided that a 
switching charge only should tbe made, while 


the road claimed that as they furnished 
the cars in the usual way the service was 
more than a mere act of switching. 


I. ©. Asks Modification. 


The Illinois Central asked the commission 
to modify its rules to cover this point. The 
commission held a hearing at which the ship- 
pers were represented, andias a result an en- 
tire new set of rules was formulated, making 
considerable reductions in the switching 
charges, which were opposed vigorously by 
the roads and which went further than even 
the shippers had asked. The tentative set 


of rules was made the subject of a conference 


in May, and the final rules were issued by the 
commission in the form of the order on 
Wednesday. 

Many of the provisions which were ob- 
| Jected to by the roads were omitted and the 
rates for switching service raiséd, The prin- 
cipal provision, which was op by the 
carriers, required a road to allow another 
the use of its private team track in order to 
load or unload shipments to an industry not 
located adjacent to its line. This has been 
eliminated from the new rules. 

The limits of the Chicago district have been 
extended so that the roads now are obliged 
to handle cars under switching charges in- 
stead of regular tariffs for longer distances 
than before. 


Ask Chicago to Join Protest. 


The Chicago Association of Commerce ha» 
been requested to joim with commercial as- 
pociations of St. Louis, Kansae City, Cincin- 
nati, ‘end other cities in intervening in the 
complaint filed by the Texas railroad com- 
mission with the interstate commerce com- 
mission The Texas body protests against 
the increases in rates to Texas common 
points which were put into effect by the rail- 
roads on Aug. 10 and 2. 

The hearing on the complaint 1s to be held 
in St. Louls on Sept. 2 The Texas com-
